Bush  won  with  the  biggest  electoral  vote  in  the 
nation's  history.

Born  and  raised  in  New  Jersey  until  the  age  of  eight,  Marianne 
now  of  Denmark,  is  no  stranger  to  the  United  States.  She  was 
able  to  travel  here  through  AISE  (American  Intercultural  Stu- 
dent Exchange). 

I  In  Denmark  each  student  is  assigned  to  a  class  of  approximately 
twenty-five  students  and  this  class  stays  together  throughout  their 
school  years.  Their  class  periods  are  45  minutes  long  and  they 
have  a  ten  minute  break.  Marianne  told  us  that  the  teachers  are 
the  only  ones  who  go  from  classroom  to  classroom  and  that  the 
students  just  stay  where  they  are.
